The news printed in yesterday's Journal
that Amos Rusie had signed a contract with
the New York Baseball Club caused a decidedsensation among the rooters. On

every hand were heard congratulatory comments.and it was the general opinion that
the return of the Hoosier cyclone was a

great thing for the Giants. Rusie's signed
contra t will probably be received by the
New fork club to-day, and it is not imprc'tie that the great pitcher will appear
at .e Polo Grounds to-morrow afternoon
an report for duty. He certainly will join
th team in time for the opening game at
Philadelphia Thursday, and. as he has been
practising steadily at Indianapolis, he may
irve the ball for the Giants in one of the

opening games at the Polo Grounds with
the Senators.
Rusie has already notified Nick Young of

the signing of the contract, and the Presidentof the League will promulgate the
same in a day or two.
With Rusie in form and pitching his

game, the chances of the Giafits making a

good showing in the pennant race would be
materially increased, and the rooters would
have something to look forward to.'
Having signed a contract and accepted

the $2,41)0 salary offered by the few York
flub, the suit started by Rusie in the
Paired States Court at Trenton, N. J., will
he discontinued, and that was the object
sought by the magnates who attended the
recent social meeting at the Fifth Avenue
Hotel. Having failed to induce the Presidentof fhe New York Club to agree to a

compromise, they next turned their attentionto Rusie and the signing of the contractIs the happy result of their efforts.

FREEOMAN IS ASTONISHED
Rusie Will Receive the Same Treatment

Accorded to the Other
Players.

News of Amos Rusie's return to the fold,
published in the Journal yesterday morning,came in the nature of a shock to Mr.
Andrew Frcedman, president of the New
York Club. In fact, he was as much astonishedas the man whose wife gives him
a new sealskin coat, for herself, and sends
him the bill. Mr. Freedman said he knew

1 exited and signed a New York contract unlessoutside influences had been brought to
bear. This the president thought quite
likely.

'I have not heard from the pitcher in
connection with this matter," he said yesterday."The elub sent him a contract for
$2,400 last Winter, and if Rusie has signed
and reports here in good condition and
with a desire to behave himself he will receivethe same courteous treatment accordedother members of the team. The
New York Club has not retreated one inch
on the ground mapped out at the beginning
of this trouble. There was nothing even
approaching a compromise on our part. We
submitted our terms and left it with Rusie
to choose.
"Some influence may have been brought

to bear on him, but it most emphatically
did not come from the New York club. No
tines were remitted and if he has signed
it is for $2,400. The League as a body did
not reimburse Rusie for the year he has
lost because of his difference, but if individualssaw fit to give him money we
could not prevent the gifts. I have heard
nothing whatever from Rusie myself."

GIANTS END THE SERIES.
The Final Exhibition Game Introduced the

Jaspers, Who Were Effectually
Smothered.

Garbed from the knees and elbows down
like a company of second-story men and
porch climbers in retirement the baseball
talent of Manhattan College engaged the
Giants in the final exhibition game of the
series yesterday afternoon. Like their
predecessors from Yale, Princeton and
Fordham, the last of the students used bet-
ter grammar and their hair showed symptomsof a fond mother's care. Some of
them wore spectacles and coached in the
dead languages, and the first baseman, accordingto "Ubbo" Hornung, looks like
John Ward In his salad days. But, for all
this, the Jaspers could not subdue the
Giants even with

Miles Standish, whose New England name
Has sounded to the trump of fame,

distributing bases on balls with a lavish
hand.
However, let the earnest and industrious

Jaspers forever revel in the knowledge that
they broke the record of Fordham College,
which studious band wrested one base hit
from Joyce's men in nine pent-up rounds.
The Jaspers actually made two swats in
the first inning, and scored four runs besides,a feat seldom if ever recorded in
educational circles. The trouble ended with
a score of 25 to 7, which is doing very well
Indeed, taking into consideration the extremeyouth of the Manhattan pitchers and
their total abstinence from chewing tobaccoin any form. No man without a

copious supply of dark brown liquid with
which to annoint the seams of the ball

SOME "CLOSE SHAVES"

Bicycles, top carriages, coupes,

broughams, carts, road wagons and other
vehicles and conveyances of all kinds
crowded so thickly on Riverside Drive Sundayafternoon that the laymen looked upon
the sight in consternation and marvelled
exceedingly in their innocence as to how

their way in safety without one general
and grand collision. Some accidents did
occur, but they happened not to be extremelyserious.
The worst place of all was the circle

about Grant's tomb and Claremont. On

this rather short stretch of road, which
descends none too gradually on both the
right and left sides from the main drive,
confusion reigned supreme. Time and again
wheelwomen and wheelmen were caught
between heavy victorias and heavy

and It was simply the best of good fortunethat no one was thrown to the ground
and seriously Injured.
The trouble seemed entirely due to the

fact that both bicycles and carriages were
allowed to use both forks of the drive to
make the turn about Claremont. Carriages
going down hill met bicycles and carriages
ascending. Then, to add to the crowded
condition of the roadway, a number of carriageswere halted at one side, while the
occupants viewed the Hudson, and this nayrowedthe path for vehicles by that extent.
It pushed the cyclists further out into the
labyrinth, and rendered their chances for
a safe journey "around the horseshoe"
doubly precarious.
Bitter complaint arose on ail sides at the

apparently inefficient way in which the
crowd was handled. Horsemen were as

vigorous in their denunciation of the crowdedand dangerous condition of the roadways
as the cyclists, and even the pedestrians,
who had neither horse nor bicycle to guide
through the maze, said it was a shame that
the lives of people should be jeopardized in
such a manner.

"I know it," said the president, "but
they had no right to."

"I'll illustrate to vou hv a little sketch
how the confusion took place at the turn."
"You don't need to," said President McMillan."I know exactly how it was. It

was all wrong in people to go any other
' way than to the right. The rules' of the

road in regard to the parks say that drlv
ers and riders must always keep to the
right, and must always turn to the right,
except when they desire to cross to a side
street. They have no right to be in any
other place, and should not be allowed to
go where they make it dangerous for

[ others. There isn't anything more to be
said about It. The rule is not new with
us,- for it has been the law of the road
ever since there has been riding and drivingin America. Whenever it is violated
it is the business of the proper officials
to see that the violator Is taught better,
if he is ignorant, and directed in the
proper way to go."
